That's the last now cash benefit 
congress Is likely to hand to vet- 
erans for a long time, experts ot the 
naUonal veterans organli^Uons and 
orilclals believe.- They based their 
vlewa on an analysis oT the veterana* 
legislation passed by the 80th con- 
gresf. 

Congresa— due mostly to the In- 
fluence of Its memben wbo .a^ 
World war II veterans tbemselvca 
—appears convinced that the U. 8. 
government has now done Just 
about enough' for Its fighting sons 
and daughters. 

Proof Is that the TSUi congress 
appropriated more than • 1 0,000,- 
000,000 for veterans benefits while 
the Both gave only KfXiOfiOO worth 
of new benefits to them— to Increase 
payments to dUlbled veterans tak- 
ing vocational training.' 

Enabling vets to cash terminal 
leave bonds didn't require a new 
appropriation. The money was al- 
ready there. It Is now believed that 
the chances of a bonus law being 
ptiucd nxgch before IB 00 are pretty 
slim. , ' ' 

It a veteran Is convinced he wants 
to pass up the two- and -one-half 
per cent Interest he will get tor 
five years on his terminal leave 
bonds, It Is a simple matter to cosh 
the bonds. 

Hcre'a how Its done: The veteran 
whose name, appears on the bond 
must cash It In person at any bonk 
and he must have, his discharge 
popers or a certified photoatstlc 
copy to all ow to the clerk. 

If a veteran had sent his bonds to 
veterans administration for pay- 
ment of liuunvnce Ipremlums, he 
may write and ask that the un- 
used part of the bond be relumed 
In cash.' 

In addition to congressional 
tightening of tlic purse strings for 
veterans, the presidential procluna- 
tlon which went into effect July as, 
declaring the official end of the war 
for certain purposes, now estobUshDs 
II definite termination date for most 
of the OI bill of rights benefits. 

After July 35. WIS, the «30-a-wcek 
readjustment allowance will no long- 
«r be paid. Any veteran plaiuilng to

through U. S. lend-lease to trouble 
epols.

Mariano Guam VelntimlUa, con- 
servative vice president of the 
ousted regltno of President Jose 
Maria Velosco Ibarra, and Col. 
Baquero Davlla were leading the 
revolt. Velntlmllla apparently had 
farmed a cabinet with Davlla as de- 
fense minister. 

RebelUfn Admitted 

The govemmehl communique ac- 
ichDWledged that troops had, re- 
belled Saturday night at lUobomba, 
100 miles south ot Quito, In Chlm- 
borazo province, and Jn Ouaninda, 
30 miles west of Rlobomba In adjoln- 
, Ins Bolivar state. 

The rebellion ww reported joined 
Sunday night by the garrisons In 
Latocunga and Ambato, capitals of 
the provinces of Cotopaxl and Tung- 
urahua. 

News Frohlbllcd . 
Undbr the state ot seise, publica- 
tion, of otm and radio broadcasts 
about tho revolt were prohibited and 
government handouts were the only 
source of information. "IIid decree 
also prohibited moving vehicles with- 
out permission or tho transit throueh 
cities of groups of more than three 
persons. 

(A dispatch from OuayaquU sold 
the revolt spread to that leading 
ccnunerclal city last night taut had 
been crushed.)

Taylor Among 
'Sponsors' for 
Soviet Agency 

WASHIMaTON, Sept 1 VPf— Sen. 
Olen H. Taylor, D., Ida., along with 
Justice James H. Wolfe ot the Utah 
supreme court, was rcroaled today as 
one of the western "sponstirs" of the 
Civil Rlghti congress, on organiza- 
tion labeled by the hou^e committee 
on un-Amerlcon activities as "dedi- 
cated .-.-r specifically to the defense 
of Individual communlsLs and the 
Communist party.'* ■ 

Tho week-ehd committee report- 
listed scores of names of post and 
present lawmakers, writers, educa- 
tors, movie stars, labor union otfl- 
clola and others as "sponsors" or 
associated With the organlzaUon In 
some way. 

The report, UUed "Civil nighta 
Congress as a Communist Front 
OrgonljaUon," did not Identlly tho 
various perjlons as communist. Nor 
did It say whether they jnay have 
been brought into the organlzalldh 
by misunderstanding or mliVenre- 
senlatlon of its alms. But It as- 
serted: 

"It has been. a time-honored com- 
munist Uctic to set up a hue ond 
cry for dvll HberUes precisely ot tho 
momeht when boldest attacks upon 
democracy are Intended. ' 

"Invariably ihU appeol finds a 
response among .communist sym- 
pothUcrs^.andl. Ingenuous profes- 
sional bleeding hearts, who would 
rother sacrifice the InteresU of their 
cotmtiy than do violence to com- 
munist concepUon ot clvU UbcrUes 
OS applied lo the United SUle. For 
some ctirious reason these stiuidards 
ore never applied to any territory 
under the communist dictatorship." 

The committee's report drew quick 
response from some of those listed 
that ui^y had "nfever 'heard" ot 
tho orjanlzaUon, while others bit 
bode at the committee Itself. Taylor 
and Wolfe could not be located Im^' 

ledlatcly lor comment.

Accident Rise 
During Night 

If yba have the chance to choose 
between night or daytime travel by 
car. your safety chances are twtter 
II you avoid driving at night, par- 
ticularly when hlghwaya are con- 
gested aJ during the current Labor 
day otuervanca. 

TliBt li the advice of the Nation- 
al Safety council, based on special 
■tudlta that ahow the night fatal 
accident vte per mile it three times 
as high as the daytime rate. 

Three af every five fatal accidents 
occur at night when the traffic 
volume Is only one-fourth of the 
dayllEht volume. Theee findings 
coincide with previous Information 
released by the street and traffic 
safety lighting bureau which dls- 
cloacd that SO per cent ol all fatal 
traffic accidents occur during the- 
hours of darkness. 

The safety council cited a steady 
Increase In .the number of night 
fatal accidents, with the rise In 
rural areas running as i-lgh a~ " 
per cent. Pedestrian deaths 
more frequent during the early 
hours of darkness, and 31 per cent 
of pedestrian fatahtles occur wl th- 
ing three hoiurs after sunsei» dur- 
ing the winter months, as compared 
to 33 per cent lor summer months. 

Total traffic accident fatalities 
fof the 13 -month period atudled- 
were 33.700, with deaths from night 
accidents numlKrlng ID.TOO. Of the 
total - traffic accident . latatltlea, 
\3A00 were charged to urban areas, 
while 31.300 occurred on rural high- 
ways. Of. the urban deaths, e,aoO 
took place during tlie dark hours, 
ivhlle UfiOO ninl deaths occurred 
at night. 

Blgheat death rates were reached 
In December and Januory, when 
there are more hours of dorkneas, 
according to the council's tabula- 
tions. Low months were June and 
July when daylight hours ore at a 
maximum. Indies tlve of the effects 
of reduced visibility on the death 
rate, .the council reported that S8 
per cetit of the pedestrians killed 
between G and 7 p. m. met death 
during November. December, and 
January when that hour Is dark.
